THE IT.OFJLE'S FIHTEK. 

John Briglit on Sunday Schools 
as a Menus oi Touching 
Political Morality. 

London, May 19. — Mr. John BrigH. 
speaking at a mission buznur to-night, Haiti 
that the Sunday schools contribute much 
toward the development of tho moml feel- 
ing and that tho work performed by them 
■waB of more importance at the present 
moment than it bad been at any previous 
period in English history. The powers 
of monarchs were leesening and tho 
influence of the aristocracy was fading 
away. Tho only power that was grow- 
ing — a power that would nover hence- 
forth be limited — was the power of tho 
people. He claimed, therefore, that the 
moat preeaing need at the present time 
waB political education, by which thero 
could be cultivated in the minda of the 
people a sense of their moral responsibil- 
ity. They should bo taught that labor 
would have its just reward and that the 
wealthy should be permitted to onjny 
their riches n security.

They 
were ushered into the justice's private 
room, where Justico White hold a private 
examination.

Turning who sauntered leisurely up the 
avenue to Fifty-first street. There a hand- 
some younp; fellow faultlessly at tired crossed 
tho street and bowed. Ho followed and 
passed her at Fifty-eighth street, and iu the 
middle of the block turned and lilting 
his hat addressed her. Detective 
Shelly stepped up and arrested him.

He proved 
to be Richard Liobort. aged twenty eight, 
an ox-captain in ';he Prussian army, ftbu 
has a oouain living in West Fifty-second 
etreot, and has been in ihe city less than 
a year.

He 
told Justice Whlto that he had been guilty 
of nothing except admiring Miaa Rosen- 
atein, and that if ahc wished him pun- 
ished ho was willing to submit to it He 
was hold for examination. He said ho 
had nothing to say about iho matter ex 
cept that he had Been the young lady in 
tho company of a lady acquaintance of 
hia and believed that she encouraged 
his attentions, and at all events the 
servant always had brought back verbal 
answers to his communications, and he 
believed that hor father was cruel to her 
and had caused the trouble. Ho was said 
to be a baron, but ho denied that he was 
and said the title belonged to his cousin.

Winsipku, May 19, — Mr. McMar- 
fcin, M. P. P., will move in the House 
to-day (Wednesday), "that in the opi- 
nion of this House instead of the errant 
of one million dollars as provided last 
session to aid in the construction of 
the Winnipeg and Hudson Ray Rail- 
way <fc Steamship company's enterprise, 
the province should guarantee the in- 
terest at four per cunt, per annum of 
four and one half millions of the bonds 
of the said company for 25 years, pro- 
vided no payment is made on account 
of such guarantee until all the rail 
route is completed from some point on 
the C. P. R. ii; Manitoba to a port in 
the HuiIboii Bay, and provided that 
the province is entitled to appoint a 
direotor to the said company. 

Qokbec, May 20. - Another pipco of 
what looks like political jobbery has 
just come to light here. Mr. 0. A. Dan- 
sereau some lime aao purchased a 
quantity of books for tne parliament- 
ary library for which ho charged and 
was paid §15,000 by tho government, 
although it was pretty well known 
that the books wre not worth mora 
tirnn half. that sum. Iu the legislatuio 
this morning, Hon. Mr. Fly tin, in the 
course of a speech on tho Dansereau 
affair, announced that experts had 
valued the books at §9,500 The gov rn 
inent had been driveu to institute pro- 
ceedings to recover the $5,500, hal- 
ation of $15,000 paid to Mr. Dan- 
sereau. Coming so close upon the Gale 
defalcation, the developin-nts of this 
new piece of jobbery has created a 
startling sensation.

Irish Catholic Inliuciice. 

London, May 24. — Archbishop 
Walsh of Dublin has been here for a 
week. The object of his visit is to try 
to influence the followers of Parnell to 
consent to the retention of Irish mem- 
bers at Westminster in connection 
with the Irish home rule measure. It 
is understood that Cardinal Manning, 
having become alarmed at the prospect 
of the withdrawal of the Catholic homo 
rule members from the British parlia- 
ment, urged the college of the Propa- 
ganda to exercise pressure upon Irish 
bishops, with a view to having them 
exert influence upon Parnell in favor 
of the retention of Irish members. Tho 
ground taken by the cardinal is that 
the removal of the Irish members 
would be injurious to the cause of 
Catholic denominational education in 
Great Britain. He points out that the 
Irish Protestant members of the house 
of commons, dwarfed in London, would 
become a vigorous and prominent min- 
ority in the Duliliu parliament. A^in, 
the extreme nationalists, who in recent 
years have deprived the priesthood of 
oontrol of the national movement, 
would be likely to advocate soca 1st 
principles in preference to Catholic 
principles. Therefore he considers the 
federal system of home rule preferable. 
The propaganda has succeeded in indue 
ing the bishops to exert an influence 
upon Parnell'rt followers, with the ob- 
ject of securim: the hitter's consent to 
tho retention of the full Irish 'repre 
aentation at London. Severul Parnel 
lite members of the house had a con- 
ference recently at the residence of 
Cardinal Maiming, and the hope waa 
expressed ihai Parnell would yield the 
point at issue. 

The Most Rev. Bartholemew Ad 
cock, D. D., Roman Catholic hiahop of 
the diocese of Armagh an C oiiniac 
nois, and the clergy his diocese, 
have forwarded to Gladstone a resolu 
tion approving the premier's Iioiiid 
rule and land purchase billn as meas- 
ures which, if adopted, would greaily 
strengthen tho British empire, diminish 
political and sectarian rancor and pro- 
mote too prosperity of Ireland.

THE WORKINGMEN'H MEETING, 

The readiness of the Tiiuea (which 
Btarted out on its wayward course as a 
strictly independent journal) to make a 
handle out of tho workingmen's meeting 
of Thursday night ia characteristic. It 
represented that they had organized aolo- 
ly with the view of "putting tho rascals 
out" — alluding to the government — and 
not for the declaration of a platform em- 
bodying sentiments which workingmon de- 
Bire shall govern tho candidates thay may 
Belect. The Times — a journal which always 
advocatos party before principle — also 
gratuitously statos that all who are nomi- 
nated will have to pledge themselves to 
oppose tho men now in power or they 
cannot bo elected. There ia no truth in 
this, thore is no ground for it: and there 
is also no such obligation stated — admit- 
ting that tho platform as dotailod at tho 
meeting ia in reality tho eariioat expres- 
sion of the political views of the majority 
among the working classes. We say, 
admitting, because although tho mo- 
tion ondorsing tho views receivod 
a unanimous adoptiou there is unfortu- 
nately a tendency among the audienco at 
all public meetings to endorse all that is 
brought forward, duo to various reasons, 
some of which are want of surlicient cogi- 
tation upon their moaning or the result of 
their passage, lukewaruiness upon the sub- 
joct, an indisposition to step forward or 
maka themselves conspicuous by opposi- 
tion, and in some cases a tendency to lovity 
on the part of a largo proportion who have 
oomo more for recreation than with any 
ulterior end, aud who will vote either way 
or both. An illustration of this latter 
caso .vill be fresh in the minds of many 
who were at a public meeting held at the 
oity hall in regard to the working of the 
Chinese restriction act. A resolution was 
submitted, and whou the affirmative was 
cal'ed for nearly every man in the hall 
(which was crowded) shouted *'Aye." 
The noes woro called for and again a shout 
wont up — "No !" uttored by nearly every 
every man present, the roar of laughter 
which followed Bhowing whatOJUld.be 
called nothing else but that a rpirit of "tri 
fling" waB dominant. We mention this to 
show that those who piu their faith 
to a unanimous vote of a public political 
meeting o/tou find that it is no gauge as 
to the result of the ballot. Thero every 
mm thinks for himself, and frea from 
pressure of a iy kind, records his vote for 
the man whom he thinks haa not only 
made the fairest pledges but who is in a 
position to, and will, honestly act up to 
them. Fair discussion is benefioial and 
harms none; and therefore we deem thut 
no apology is necessary for a criticism on 
the platform as accepted by the meetiug, 
such criticism being passed in the best 
interests of ihoao in whoso behulf it is 
advanced. Tho alatomeut that the policy 
of the present government is to alienato 
large areas of laud ia a half truth that is 
misleading. Their policy has been to ac- 
celerate the progresa of the aountry, and 
to that end theyhave encouraged moasurss 
which they deemed would produce a 
beuetiaial effect, aud as a return 
for the outlay of private capital 
have paid in that which the country can 
boat "otfird — in land. Those opposed 
to the government, place-hunters, aud tho 
like, with all to gain aud nothing to lose, 
servo their own interest by trying to invest 
all lands bo granted with a fictitious value; 
lauds, by tho bye, that would be valueless 
were it not that some auch means as the 
granting of a portion of them were taken to 
open them up. But facts servo better than 
arguments, aud if Buch such grants are to 
be termed a tendency toward "the worst 
form oi foudalisin" it ia a tendency that is 
shared by tho opposition equally with the 
government, so that those who are opposed 
to tho encouragement of railways, reclama- 
tion of waste lands and development of 
minerals, should declare themselves bound 
by their principles only, and free from the 
trammels of party. Councillor Robertson 
Bpoke of the settlement bill (including the 
land grants to tho island railway, tho Poaco 
river grant to the Dominion) and tho Kopt- 
enoy bill as illustrative of a "give-away" 
policy on tho part of the present govern- 
ment. If these measures were "give- 
aways" here are tho namesof those respon- 
sible for the same. For the Settlement 
Bill:

This last vote shows more than any the 
fallacy of selecting party Jor attack if in 
earnest and guided solely by opposition tn 
the alienation of public lands irrespective 
of the purpose.

Councillor 
Robertson's candid admission that the 
only reason tho Settlement bill passed wa« 
bocause not a sufficient number could be 
found to opposo itj was a satisfactory rea- 
son for its passage;" and wo think that 
this is generally the oase with all mea- 
sures that are passed. Although in a few 
particulars it could be improved 
by revision, the platform is aa 
a whole a good ono, but to

the other evening. No party should govern 
in the selection of a candidate for tho local 
legislature, but principles, — and not only 
thesa, but a knowledgo of tho man who 
espouBes them. Mere assertions made by 
men anxious for election, while a partial 
guide should not be taken as an infallible 
ono to the line of action he may adopt. 
Far more important is it to take into con- 
sideration his private character — his in- 
tegrity, ability, moral atamina, and judg- 
ment, and aa decision ia formed upon these 
grounds, ao vote.

The attempt of the Evening Blowpipe to 
fasten itself and the oxpiring opposition 
oaroass to the workingnien's ticket will be 
one of tho amusing incidents of tho ap- 
proaching campaign.

A Judge Prosecuted for Libel. 

A curious case oame up lately before the 
English courts. A judge was prosecuted 
for libel, and, strange to say, got out of 
the awkward position in which he found 
himself by making an ample apoloiry. 

In August, 1883, ono Blanche Coulsou 
was tried for stealing a ring belonging to 
a law student. She was undefondod, but 
some of the barriiitora of the court became 
ao interested in her case that they raised 
bis dollars or thereabouts, for which one 
of thoir number undertook tho defence 
and obtained a verdict in favor of tho no- 
cused. Before this, however, during an 
adjournment for luncheon, thero had been 
a good deal of talk among tho bar as to 
what should bo done with the girl in the 
evont of hor being acquitted. She hud 
run away from her parents, and it was 
said that she was willing to return if the 
□eceaaary funds could be raised. Mr. 
Woodgate, ono of tho lawyers, offered to 
give a sovereign if a decent person could 
bo found to lay it out properly. Of courao 
it was noceaaary to enquiry of tho girl her- 
self in the tirat place, and at the close of 
the trial hor counaol, Mr. Grillitha, direct- 
ed hia clork to give her a noto of his ad- 
dress and the hours betweon which ahe 
might call on tho aubjeot. This was hand- 
ed to the prisoner by the clork, who add- 
ed vory gratuitously that Mr. Woodgate 
would also aoo hor at tho aamo time and 
placo. Some how or other this noto got 
into the hands of tho judge, Mr. Edlin, 
who, when told that money had been se- 
cured to send the girl home, bogan to 
think that something more questionable 
lurked beneath tho apparently innocent 
note, and he indited at least two letters 
to Mr. Griffiths, in oach of which he in- 
sinuated things about Mr. Woodgato, 
which that gentlemau regarded as libel- 
ous. But then the misery waa that in 
legal theory a judge ia incapable of writing 
a libol, even though it be capablo of proof 
that what he wrote was dono maliciously 
Poor Mr. Woodgate tried to get his romo- 
dy. He folt that ho had boen injured in 
his personal and professional character, 
and that suroly aomo redress was possible. 
EIo sought it from the lord chancellor, but 
that functionary declared himself power 
less. He next appealed to the homo sec- 
retary, but that official was equally un 
able to interfere. Ho appealed to tho 
benchers of tho inner temple, but found 
that they could do nothing, and at lest he 
wrote to tho offending judge himself, but 
got no answer. At last ho thought ho 
would bring the offending judge into 
oourt for libol and soo what a jury would 
aay on the subject. 

When tho trial cani6 on the presiding 
judge, Baron Huddleston, soid that there 
was not the shadow of ground for suspect- 
ing that Mr. Woodgato's relation to tho 
girl was anything but honorable It had 
begun and ended with his subscribing a 
sovereign to send her home. And yet tho 
judge ended with deolaring that if the trial 
went on ho would have to non-suit tho 
plaintiff, as a judgo was irresponsible when 
he aoted judicially even though it could be 
proved he acted through malice. 

Happily, or unhappily, tho case did not 
go on as the offending judge and culprit at 
last acknowledged that he had acted under 
an entire misapprehension, and thereupon 
made on ample upology. 

It would have been wull had there been 
Home definition given as to what constitutes 
a "judicial act." Judge Edlin was not on 
tho benoh when he wrote the letters in ques- 
tion. There wan no case before him, and 
those letters were not in any way officially 
reported as part of tho judioial res gestcu of 
his court. It would Beem that if a judge 
could aotin a private capacity at ail, Judge 
Edlin did bo in the manner oomplainod of, 
Suppose he had written to the Times in the 
same vein, would that proceeding have 
beon judioial? In any case, however, it is 
something to learn that a judgo is some- 
times a private- individual, and that when 
he is so, he is "wtak as another man," and 
is liable to be brought to task, if ho should 
then speak unadvisedly with hia lips or 
writo unadvisedly with his fingers.

The 
recent death i f a relative of Miss Folaom 
haa changed tho original plana for tho 
wedding, and invitations will now be 
limited to a few of the near relatives 
and members of tho cabinet and their 
families. Rev. Dr. Sunderland, of tho 
First Presbyterian Church, Washington, 
will officiate, and tho ceremony will bo 
followed by a collation. The wedding III 
all of ita details will be plain and unos- 
tentatious. 

Eureka, Cal., May 28. — A burglar 
broke into the house of Judge J. H Kim- 
ball last night and waa heard. Mr. Kim 
ball got up, dressod himself, and encoun- 
tered tho thief. In trying to capture him 
Kimball was shot dead. Judge Kimball 
waa a member of tho Humboldt county 
pioneers.

San Francisco, Gal., May 28. — Secre- 
tary Harvey of the order of Knights of 
Pythias was arrosted this afternoon on a 
chargo of omhezzlement. Hia defalcation 
amounts to §2,000. He waa released on 
on bonds. 

Wilcox, A. T., May 28.— On Wednes- 
day nifjht Indians attacked Jones Broth- 
ers ranch, near Hooker's hotspring. The 
owners made an effective defense, and 
killed three Indiana whom they scalped. 

Denver, Col., May 28. — While sinking 
an artesian well on tho premises of Ex- 
Governor Evans, in the heart of the city, 
oil waa struck at a depth of 110U feet 
Old oil men of Pennsylvania aay that tho 
indications are good for a big flow. The 
well will bo sunk aoveral hundred feet 
deeper.

The Chances of Nova Scotlan 
Secession. 



Halifax, N. S., May 28. — Nova Scotians 
seem bound to break their connection with 
the Ottawa government and havo diroct ro - 
lutions with England. Tho campaign which 
will be woged between now and Juno 15th, 
when the election comes off", will be almost 
wholly a battle to decide whether or not the 
majority of voters take this rebellions view. 
There is no other important issue beforo 
tho country, conservatives not having 
offered genuine opposition to any recent 
act of the party in power. The present in- 
dications point to an overwhelming liberal 
victory, as tho sentiment in favor of saying 
"good-byo" to Canadian rule is very strong 
in every county. Still as yet there ia littie 
talk about anneiation to the United States, 
or the formation of another dominion. 

In the address to be isaued by Premier 
Fielding, the following occurs: In the 
opinion nf the government tho time haa 
come when the people of Nova Scotia 
should onco more make an effort to obtain 
a release from the union into which they 
wero forced.

Resolved, That we use our best 
efforts to defeat Mr. Cleveland's furth- 
er political aspirations if he persist in 
having his bride's trosseau made in 
Paris. 

Cleveland is just beginning to realize 
the terrible responsibilities of married 
life.

AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 
"Vienna, May 28 —The whole Austrian 
preaa is oxcitei! over the Moscow utter- 
ances of the Freie Preaae, and compares 
them to the diatant rumbling of the Si- 
moon. The Presse, organ of Count "Von 
Taafe, president of the council, says: 
"Russia may well count tho number of 
her enemies before thinking of war with 
Turkey " 

The Tagblat and Moorgen Post refer to 
the importance of Degiers' expected visit 
to Prince Bismarck, and express the hopu 
that the German chancellor and Count 
Kalnochy will oppose a firm rampart tt 
Russian pretensions. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Qkand Rapids. Mien , May 28. — At 7 
o'clock last evening a thundering crash 
waa heard in the Valley City mill. On in- 
vestigation it proved to he the giving way 
of over-laden fl >ora. Tho whole interior 
of the huge structure fell into tho base- 
ment, a large portion of its contents was 
swept away by tho mill race out- into the 
Grand river, leaving tho lufty mill like an 
dmpty egg shell There were stored in 
the immense bins on tho second, third and 
fourth stonea of the mills between twenty 
thousand bushola of wheat and about thir- 
ty tons of bran, all, weighing over five 
hundred tons. In iho western portion of 
the building was tho milling machinery of 
the most improved and costly styles. The

MAXWELL. 

Ills Confession to a Detective. 

St. Lotns, May 26.— Tho prosecution to- 
day introduced McCullough, who waa him- 
self arrested and placed ia the name cell 
with Maxwell. Tho witness said: "About 
ten days after I wont to gaol Maxwell 
thought I belonged to a notorious gang of 
forgers, and was in a bad fix. I told him 
if he had a chance ut an alibi I would prove 
it, Ho asked how, and I said by my people. 
He said if he had a witness who would tes- 
tify right he would beat the state. I asked 
him bow. He said if I could find a witness 
who could testify that he had so much 
money in Boston ho could get free. I asked 
him how much money, and ho Buid $700 or 
§800. I told him I wauld try to get somo 
of my people (a gang of forgers) to do him 
this favor to testify for him, and I asked 
him to tell mo about his caso." 

Witness then detailed Maxwell's story of 
how he and Preller met in Liverpool; how 
they came on the same vessel to this coun- 
try; how they stopped for a time in BoBton; 
how Prellor went to Canada and Maxwell 
went to St. Louis, whero he was followed 
by Preller, both stopping at tho Southern 
hotel, and continued: "They hud talked 
about going to Auckland, Maxwell we.a 
anxious that Prolltr should go to Auckland. 
Maxwell said thut Preller told him ho had 
only enough money to see himself through 
on tho trip. He said ho had muds up his 
mind on account of his meanness to "fix 
him." On Sunday, he said, Preller was in 
ins (Max. .ell's) room and complained of 
pains. Maxwell told him he could roniody 
it by using a hypodermic syringe, and 
Preller agreed that ho should tiy it. Prel- 
ler, he aaid. took off his coat and vest, add 
he said ho gave him a good dose in the arm 
which put him asleep. When ho waa asleep 
he used some chloroform he had there, aud 
when ho found that was notenough he went 
out and got some more chloroform. When 
he found ho was dead he took off his clothes, 
took his money, and out off his undershirt 
and shirt; and took off his drawers. He 
then threw tho things away, Ho put him 
in the tmnk aud left tho things in the 
room."

STREET SPRINKLING. 

Verbatim Report of the New 
Agreement. 

The sprinkling of the streets began yes- 
terday, a boon which our citizens, espe- 
cially tho merchunta, aro thankful for. 
The full text of the agreement between 
the city corporation and Mr. Justice Gray 
in the matter is as follows: 
[oopvr ] 

City Hall, Victoria, B. C, ) 
May 27, 188C. ] 
l'o the Hon. Mr, Justice Gray: 

On behalf of the corporation of the city 
of Victoria, I beg moat respectfully to 
apply to your lordship for permission to 
water the streets under tho following con- 
ditions, viz: 

The water to be used for said purpose 
shall be druwn from the fire cisterns, the 
said cisterns to bo filled with water from 
the oity mains betweon tho hours of 10 
o'clock p, m. and 1 o'clock a. m. only. 

Tho water works engineer is of opinion 
that by adhering atriotly to this prupnai 
tion the high levels of the city will not 
bo affected. I have tho honor to be 
Your obedient servant, 
(Signed), Thos Russell, 
Water OoramiBsiouor. 
[copy ] 

Lot tho exporitnont be tried for ono 
weok without prejudice to the rights of 
the parties who obtained tho injunction 
or to the rights of the corporation. In 
tho meantime I would urge upon the cor- 
poration the taking steps to obtain water 
from the harbour 

Tho residents on the upper levels must 
have their fair share of the water for 
which thoy aro taxed and pay. If the 
raising water from tho harbor entails ex- 
tra exponso the residents of the streets 
and portions of the city particularly to bo 
benefited by its use must boar the expense 
by subscription or otherwise. I am will- 
ing to bear my share of the subscription, 
but it is absolutely necessary fur tho 
health and domestic purposes of tho citi- 
zens on the upper levels that they have 
their equal rights in ihu enjoyment of tho 
water raised by public taxation and secur- 
ed by mortgage on their properties. 

Any one disobeying the injunction 
otherwise than as now permitted, will by 
fined and .imprisoned according to tho 
utmost exlunt of the same.

Accident to the Steamer Pilot. 

Further particulars in regard to the | 
accident to tho steamer Pilot show that 
she was steaming along at 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon with tho barquo Spartan in 
tow right abreast of Cedar hill when a 
report like the discharge of a cannon was 
heard from tho enginernom. The 
second ongineer, who was on watch at the 
time, wn3 standing close by the engines 
when the report occurred, «nd a shower 
of iron from tho plate covering the cylin- 
ders flaw in nearly all directions, none 
luckily striking him. He instantly stop- 
ped the engines — tho hawser was cact off 
and tho barquo hailed to starboard her 
helm, as otherwise with the greater way 
upon her she would have run the tug 
down. Tho accident was caused by the 
piston rod breaking near the cross-head 
with tho result that tho cylinder head 
burst into four pieces, whilo tho cylinder 
itself was cracked it) many places. The 
vesBole drifted out into the straits; and at 
about 10:110 p m tho Spartan was picked 
up by the steamer Alexander, which had 
left Victoria for the sceno, and wastowtd 
to an anchorage in Cormorant bay. The 
steamer Alexander next caino up to tho 
Pilot, which had been lying at anchor, 
and towed her to Victoria. The accident 
will probably lay the Pilot up for six 
weeks. The Alexander left again yester- 
day morning to take the Spartan on to 
Nan&imo.

IKISH IIOiTIU KIXU, 

Gladstone's Effort to Establish 
a Dublin Parliament. 

New Yobk, May 'J3. — G. W. Smalley'a 
cable special to the Tribune from London 
of May 22nd says; Gladstone has now 
definitely resolved to bring tho whole 
pressure of the party organization to bear 
against the independent liberals, who aro 
intending to oppose the homo rule bill. 
In order to give time for these influences 
to work, furthor delay is necessary The 
debate accordingly will be indefinitely 
protracted. A division is not now ex- 
pected before Tuesday, Juno 1st, and it 
may probably enough be still further ad- 
journed. A fresh series of letters has 
been addressed to the local liberal asso- 
ciations, not only from tho liberal head- 
quarters in London, but in some canes, by. 
members of the government, urging tho 
use of all moans to prevent their repre- 
sentatives from opposing second readiug. 

Sir Donald Ourric, who is a personal 
friend of Gladstone, but who is unable to 
support hit present scheme, publishes a 
letter describing what ho calls the manoiu- 
vers of wire-pullers, serving to manu- 
facture opinion favorable to tho govern- 
ment measure and to force Scuttish mom- 
bora to support it. Local committees aro 
invited to send resolutions to Westmin- 
ster in favor of tho bill. Sitting mem- 
bers are to receive notice that they will 
be opposed if they veto against the bill 
and dissolution follows. Those tactics 
fail thus far to modify Scottish opposition, 
nor do the liberal whips now profoss to 
expect a majority unless by tho help of a 
distinct pledge frjin the government to 
withdraw the bill if second reading be 
carried. Gladstone has, however, further 
resolved, in spite of the denial of Ihe 
morning papers, to summon next week a 
mooting of that portion of tho liberal 
party which supports tho bill. Its avowed 
opponents will be excluded, and all 
waverers will be invited, in the hope of 
tho prime minister winning them over. 
tax DBUATK QUO WIND WA KM. 
The list of liberal opponents remains as 
before. There have been no important 
accessions or secessions. Tho debute Iisb 
had no effect on votes inside the house, 
and not much on opinion outside, but the 
atmosphere ia getting hot. Thursday's 
discussion of thu Arms act brought Lord 
Randolph Churchill to the front with a 
deliberate defense of the speeches and 
letters in which he has affirmed the right 
of the Protestants in Ulster to resist the 
tyrannical dominion of a Human Catholic 
parliament in Dublin. Gladstone, who 
does not like to be reminded that his 
homo rule scheme promises to promote 
civil war, solemnly rebuked Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, aud reasserted what 
amounts to a claim of the divine right of 
parliament. He vaguoly threatened Lord 
Randolph Churchill with unnamed penal- 
ties. The house gathered that Gladstone 
means that ho would advise tho Queon to 
striko Lord Randolph Ohurohill's name off 
the list of privy council. This did not 
prevent Plunkett, to whom Gladstone ap- 
palled, from dec'aring his adhesion to 
Lord JRandoiph Churchill's viows, nor 
Finlay, a Scutch liberal, from expressing 
his conviction yosterday that Scotland 
would stand by Ulster.

Tho second reading of tho arms bill was 
oasily carried, iu accordance with the agree- 
ment boforo telegraphed, tho Parnellitcfi 
not obstructing, but the government well 
understanding that no further progress will 
be allowed unless the homo rule bill bo car- 
ried. It ia cxpectod that a cpmrrol between 
Lord Randolph Churchill and Sir Henry 
James will be averted by the hitter's declar- 
ation that it was not Lord Randolph 
Churchill whom bo hod in mind when talk- 
ing about "half-and-half traitors." The 
armB act debate served chiefly to occupy 
one more evening. Something very near 
an alteration broke out yesterday when 
Gladstono was questioned about the pro- 
gress of the debato. Sir Michael Ilicks- 
Benoh and Lord Hartingtou having ex- 
plained that few of their supporters cared 
to speak, Gladstone, with some asperity, 
intercepted Chamberlain, who meaut to say 
the Bame for his own friends, their united 
testimony making it too obvious that the 
ministerialists alono are responsible for tho 
dilatoriness of which tho country ia becom- 
ing impatient. 

Matthew Arnold's virws. 
Matthew Arnold, who sails for America 
to-day, intervenes in tho general debate 
with a letter to tho Times dissenting from 
both parties, and urging them firmly to 
refuse a soparato parliament, which ho 
thinks a dangerous plunge into the un- 
known, but to" give Ireland a rational, 
quitable government. He thinks that 
Lord Hartington and Goschcn might be 
trusted to do both. 

THE PREMIER QAININO. 

Thomas Power O'Connor, M. P., cabled 
to the Star from London on Friday night 
as follows: Gladstone's whips keep their 
counsel well, but continue to receive 
pledges in support of tho homo rule bill 
from members hitherto regarded as doubt- 
ful or claimed by the Hartington or Cham- 
berlain whips. Not n name has been mudo 
publia, but (he opposition managers adroit 
the fact that Gladstone is gaining. Tho 
great effort of nil tho enemies of tho bill 
now is to shorten the debato. They find 
that Gladstone's policy of prolonging the 
discussion is causing mischief among them 
and every day securing now recruits for 
the government. 

AN EXOITISQ SCKltE. 

There was a fierce sceno in the house 
to night of short duration, which, whilo it 
lasted, caused considerable excitement 
and brought the members thronging in 
from the library, lobbies, tea rooms and 
all parts of the parliamentary buildings. 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach, leader of the 
tory party in tho house of commons, be- 
gan the trouble. Sir Michael, who has a 
faculty of blurting out tremendous charges 
unexpectedly, and generally at a wrong 
time, with an air of injured innocence 
and laborious courtesy accused Gladstono 
outright of prolonging the debate for more 
party purposes. Beach had previously 
hinted at this in a guarded way, to try 
the temper of tho house, but now he came 
bet boldly with a charge in effect that the 
prime ministor had descended to prevari- 
cating to mislead tho commons and tho 
country, and demanded the close of tho 
dobate. The charge instantly raised a 
tempest. Sir Michael, astonished appar- 
ently at the angry shouts his bhniL lan- 
guage had provoked, was, nevertheless, 
disposed to bi..ve it out, but the united 
lung -power of the nationalists and Glad- 
stones finally forced him to his seat. 
Tho Marquis of Hartington, presuming on 
Gladstone's forbearance, also naked the 
premier to bring the debate to n close. 
Chamberlain rose to add to the confusion 
but Gladstonn, anticipating him, jumped 
to his feet, and catching the eye of the 
speaker amid the wi'idest excitement, 
waved Chamberlain down. The honor- 
able member for Birmingham was obso- 
lutoly livid with suppressed rage, but 
Gladstone was inexorable, and Chamber- 
lain had to yield. He resumed Lib seat, 
glaring with fury at tho Irish benches,

A BRIDE FOR A !>\Y. 

A French Husband's Suicide the Day 
After His Marriage. 

Paris, May 20. — A suicide of a 
very extraordinary character has made 
a great sensation in the busy quarters 
of the Faubourg du Temple. A mar- 
riage was celubrated between a respect- 
able clerk, who had tho reputation of 
being steady and industrious, and the 
daughter of a tradesman, who was re- 
markably pnitty and bore an excellent 
character. • After the marriage ih* 
bride and groom, accompanied by the 
wedding party, proceeded to the house 
of the brides father, in the rue Saint 
Maur, where a dejeuner was partaken 
of and afterwards dancing was kept 
up until midnight, when according to 
the custom of iho.p tite bourgeois' e, the 
bride was kissed by all present and re- 
tirod with her husband to her new 
home near by. The next day at noon 
the father of the bride called to aBk 
the young couple to dine with him. 
They both appeared in capital spirits 
and consented, the husband asking 
his bride to go with her father and he 
would follow immediately. Father 
and daughter took their departure, but 
when tho husband did not join them, 
they ^returned to the house after a 
time, and found an excited crowd 
around a cab. The bride with a hor- 
rible instinct of impending evil, rushed 
to the vehicle and found her husband 
lying on the seat shot through the 
head. Beside him lay a letter: — "I 
am resolved. I writo this on the 
Boulevard de Sebastopol. 1 have hir- 
ed a cab and I hope 1 shall not miss 
my aim." The suicide is an inexpli- 
cable mystery. The bride can supply 
no clue, and sho is almost beside her 
self with g rief. 

An Angry Father's Crime. 

Cincinnati, May 24, — The adjoin- 
ing village of St. Bernard was the 
scene of a tragedy this evening, in 
which two prominent citizens took 
part, For some time past Ferderick 
Kyllus, a married man and proprietor 
of a drug store, has been on intimate 
terms with the daughter of Win. Bode. 
Several days ago tho daughter disap- 
peared, and to day her mother went to 
Kyllus's drug store and asked him 
where she wus. He replied its none 
of your d — d business where the girl 
is. This evening Bode armed himself 
with a revolver and walked down to 
the drug store. Kyllus who was 
standing out on the sidewalk saw him 
and walked inside. Bodo approached, 
and as Kyllua was running to tho end 
of the store, bred, and Kyllus dropped 
dead The murderer immediately sur- 
rendered himself at the Oumminsville 
police station. 

Dr. A. S. Hahn, and daughter, of 
Sharpsville, Pa. and formerly of Evans- 
vilie, Ind. were found by police at tho 
Delaware house to duy, acting inan ex- 
traordinary manner, tearing their beds 
to pieces and breaking furniture. They 
were removed to the city hospital in a 
pitiable condition, and were found to 
be victims of the cocaine habit. They 
used the drug hypodermically.
